Caused by the Explosion of 


Naptha Tank 
from 
Flames 


Started trom a Pipe. 


A Costly Wreck. 


SPBINOFIELD, 
O., 
Aug. a.—While 


west-bound freight No. 05, on tho Big 
Four road, was running at tho rate of 
twenty-nve miles an hour at 
Cold 


Springs, near here, shortly after noon 
yesterday, a truilt or some part of the 
running gear of one of the cars broke. 
In an instant thirteen ears, all loaded, 
were piled in iudoseribable confusion, 
completely blocking tho track. Four 
of the cars were loaded with naptha, 
which caught fire, and tho entire 
wreck was destroyed. Tho financial 
loss 's estimated at t?5,000 or over. 
Four persons were burned 
fatally. 


They are: 


Tom Harris, qua'rryman, blistered 


from head to foot. 


Wm. Crane, burned on head and 


neck. 


John Haynes, burned on neck and 


face. 


Wm. Kennedy, burned all over the 


body.

At 7 o'clock last night, while about 


800 men were standing around and 
working upon the wreck some man 
smoking a pipe emptied tho burning 
contents of the bowl into the debris, 
which had 
become saturated with 


naphtha from one of the wrecked cars. 
Instantly there was a flash and a 
tongue of fire ran along tho ground for 
a distance of about fifty feet. 


Tbe men went to work at once to ex- 


tinguish the blaze which slowly worked 
its way to the tank from which the 
naptha had leaked. The men were re- 
peatedly cautioned to be careful, but 
as time passed they became indifferent. 
About half an hour elapsed when there 
was a terrific explosion of the naptha 
tank. 
A small stream of oil, not 


larger than a wheat straw, had reached 
tho blaze. The flamo ran up the side 
of the iron tank and then with the 
thunder of the explosion there was a 
flash of light that 
illuminated the 


whole heavens for an instant One 
man, 
a fow hundred feet away, said 


the blaze of light extended upward 
about .100 feet. The burning oil was 
thrown in every direction with fearful 
results. 


Nine of the men wore quarrymen. 


The others were members of the train- 
wrecking crow. .The relict1 train, with 
Drs. 
Uusscll nnd Noah and .1. Myers 


and assistants aboard, went to tho 
scene of tbe explosion at once from 
here.

buyer, and labor never advanced isa 
value by killing those wbo wanted to buy 
it. There is labor for stile in overy coun- 
try on earth to-day, and where there am 
the most buyers in proportion to ton 
amount to: sale, there it is the moat pro- 
fitable. Wherever labor le fur sale, in 
that oonntry it competes in an open and 
tree market. Thit ie true in all the 
countries of Europe, and is also true in 
oar own country and on ttiis point there 
can be no argument. 


Bat, wbiln this is true in the United 


States, the protectionist says the man 
wbo his bis labor to sell in this oonntry, 
under onr constitution, is a sovereign, 
and labor most be made respectable. 
The Democratic party, on the other 
hand, said no; and further, that free 
labor must compete with slave labor, 
which la not free to go into the market, 
bat which is owned by those who other- 
wise wonld employ labor. The Republi- 
can parry aleo said that while labor is 
free in every market, in onr own country 
we will protect this labor from the pro- 
pnots of foreign labor, to the end that 
we may. build ap an independent gov 
eminent by diversifying onr industries 
open up new avenues for the employ- 
ment ot labor and by such means raise 
tho standard of labor and the independ 
ence of the sovereign laborer, and a pro- 
tective tariff was enacted. 


Sixty years ago the Democratic free

affecting this subject. The first la the 
effect of larxo importations of foreign 
gooda upon our imrrenoy, * * In the 
second place IIB our manufacturing es- 
tablishments are broken down by compe- 
tition with foreigners, the capital in- 
vetted In them ia lost and thousands of 
industrious citizens nra thrown out of 
employment. 


It seems that from IS 1C to 1851 the 


chance labor hud to "buy in a free mar- 
ket" through a free trade tan IT did not 
enable the laborer who sold his labor in 
a free market to "take care ot himself," 
In 1837 Preiident Buchanan in his an- 
nual message took a look at the condi- 
tion of American labor after it had been 
baying "in a free market," and "taking 
care of iteall " under u free tiade tariff 
and this is what he said: 


In the midat of unsurpassed plenty in 


all the productions and in all the ele- 
ments of national wealth we find oar 
manufactures 
suspended, our public 


works retarded, our private enterprises 
of different kinds abandoned, and thou- 
sands ot useful laborers thrown out ol 
employment and reduced to want. 


There was plenty of labor to sell but 


few to bay it, and when bought at all 
was bought 'at starvation prices. The 
Republican party came into power in 
1860 and passed a protective timfl law to 
stop this ui pour ot foreign goods, and it 
did stop it, and gave American labor a 
chance to work; tbe result in thirty 
years trial being that wages have been 
advanced 100 per cent.; thnt it flnde em- 
ployment in free labor market and has 
been .node respsotable and the oonntry 
made prosperous. .The Republican party 
does uot believe the assumption that the 
way for an American ehoemnker lo get 
rich 11 to buy the shoes he could make 
for himself from a foreign shoemaker un- 
der that delusion of a "free market."
